David Vinton, one of the oldest and best known 
residents of this vicinity, died at nis home south- 
-west of this place Saturday last, ased 86 years. He 
suffered two strokes of paralysis and did not lons 
Burvive the zecond stroke. He was born in the town 
of Vernon, Conn., and at the aze of seven years went 
with his parents to New York. From thst state he cane 
to Michigan, sixty-one years a:o, settlinz in Macomb 
County, nesr Utica. He moved to Fenton twenty-nine 
years azo, and bought the farm on which he resided 
to the time of his death. Three sisters ard one 
brother are still Living, the youngest of whom is 
seventy years old.

_ Works of The Pioneers 
Sketch of Georce Vinton, One of Our Honored Townsmen 


( From the Field Noted of A.L. Coburn, Editor of 
The McHenry County Record) 


Georce Vinton, @ piscneecr of Kenosha County, Wisconsin, 
and an old and respected citizen of Richmond, is one of 
those men who owes his suecess to his own un-aidced efforts, 
beins entirely a self made man. The Vinton femily/ is 
@ French Husuenot stock. John Vinton, the founder of the 
American branch of the family was born about 1620 either 
in France or Encland, probably England. He cane to 
Americayi prior to 1€43. The old records show him to 
have been at Lynn, Maas., in 1648, when his first ehild 
was born. It is believed thst he moved to Helden, an 
eaijoining town, about 1E76. From him descended all of 
the nare of Vinton who are of the old American stock. 

His son,dohn, was an ircn "forceranf of Eloomer”. He 
removed with his family to Woburn, Mas3., in 1€95. He was 
@ tian of energy and capacity and held a geocd position in 
society, accumulatinz considerable property for his day. 

The third generation from the founder. was Capt. 

Samuel Vinton. Like his father bs vas an " iren bloomer" 
or blackumith. He was also a surveyer, constable, and 
captain in the militia. The fourth zenerstion was David 
Vinton. He was a minute man in the Ancrican Revolution. 
The fifth seneration was David Vinten - his son. He and 
bis father were minute men in April of 1775 and marched 
from Stougnton unon the Lexinsxton Alarm. He was a private 
in the corpany of his uncle, Captain Seth Turner, from 

May, 1776 to January 1777. He was the grandfether of 

our sudoject. 

Howard Vinton, son of David and Persis Vinton, waa the 
father of our subject. He was born at Willin=ton, Conn., 
~Mereh Sth, 1795. He married Betsy Bryant of "ast Hartford, 
Conn. They resided in Vernon and East Hartford and were 
farmers. They moved about 1816 to Vernon, Cneida County, 
N.Y. This was lons before the canols and railroads, and 
the entire sountry was almost a wilderness. Here they 
enjiured many hardships in clearine up a farm from the 
woods. In May, 1832, they moved to Monroe Country, New 
York, where tiey settled on a new fsrm in very heavy 
timber. Here Mr. Vinton dullt.2 log eabin and began to 
improve the homestead, dying ae few months after the 
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settlement. His resolute widow, the mother of our 
subject, was a woman of great force of character who 
went to work at once to Improve the farm, greatly aided 
by her son, our subject. After makinz some improvements 
Mrs. Vinton sold this farm and bousht a larger one. She 
was a typical pioneer American woman and wa3 undaunted 
by difficulties. She raised a a large and excellent 
family of children and lived to the venerable ace of 

84 years, when she-died at Naples, Ontario County, N.Y. 

George Vinton, subject of the sketch, was born 
May 1,1521, et Vernon, N.Y. where his father settled 
in 1816 in the wilderness and cleared up a farm from the 
heavy timber. This was a great chanse for the fanily 
who had moved from a well settled country where they had 
a comfortable home. The joumney was made with a four 
horse team through the wilderness. At that time the Erie 
‘Canal had not been constructed and they were 116 miles 
from Albany, the nearest market. In those days his 
mother spun and wove wool and made all the cloth for 
family usé and manufactured it into clothine. 

Georze attended the district sehools at both Oneida 
and Monroe Counties, N.Y., durine the winter months and 
worked on the ferm during the sumter, thus gaining a 
commen education. He resgined at hose with his mother 
until he was 22 years old and largely assisted in keeping 
the home and the fanily tozether. He came west fo 
Kichigan in 1843, making the journey via the Erie Canal 
and the Lakes. At Utica, he drove a teem for sbout two 
years an&g then went to Kenosha County, Wis., and settled 
on 240 acres of land on which there was a log house, 
sixty acres of the farm belinz broken. 

He married in Utica, Michisen, Sept. 25,1645, Harriet 
Covel, born at Palmer, Monroe County, N.Y¥., Narch 12, 
1826, daughter of James and Nancy Cerey Covel. Janes 
Covel was a merchant of Rochester, N.e¥., who moved to 
Michisan in esrly times, settling om wild lan! and be- 
coming a substantial eitizen. He enzsged in mercantile 
business in Utica, where he also opened a distillery and 
mill, and speculated in land, becorins a wealthy man. 

He died in Michizan, age 72 years. After marriase, 

Fr. and Krs. Vinton settled in Kenosha County, on land 
consistinz of 2€0 acres, which he improved andi on which 
he erected good buildings. By persevering effort, good 
management and thrift, he added to his farm until he 
owned 560 acres of zood farming land.

George Vinton, one of the pioneer residents of this 
coumunity, passed away at his hore in this villase at 
12330 o'clock thia morning. Mr. Vinton nad been in poor 
health for several ysars, sufferinz from rheumatism and 
a@ general breakinz down of his once strong constitution. 
The direct cause of his death, however, was from a 
-atroke of paralysis, with whieh Mr. Vinton was stricken 
Tuesday nizht and from which he never rallied. 

Mre Vinton was torn in Oncida County, .Y., in May 
1821, an? came here in 1646. Shortly thereafter, he 
purchased a larze farm on Mound Fralrie where he resided 
until 1677, when he moved to Richmond. For thirty-two 
yesrs, Mr. Vinton made his home in this villsze, where 
he was held in the hichest esteem by cur townspeople, 
who had always foun? him to be honest and uprisht in 
every walk in lifevand his geath bas caused zenuline 
sorrow in our villaze, where the decedent was so well 
and favorably known.

The family of James Jarrett was French Huguenot and 
came to the Carolinas in 1655 from Versailles, France. 
They later moved to Virginia, now West Virginia. 

James Jarrett and his wife, Elizabeth Griffin,( his 
second wife was Rosannah) were the parents of James 
Jarrett 2nd.

These were well to do people and 
residents of Greenbrier County during tne Revolutionary 
War, living in an old Stone House built on Muddy Creek 
after the French style of hovses at that time and which

At last he found himaelf in the office of the eminent 
Dr. White of Cherry Valley, NH.Y¥., a medical student. 
Swiftly the yeara went by, and he graduated with honor. 
The coveted diploma was his. Another brother, Sylvanus 
Guernsey, had followed his exsuple, end was established 
in a good practice in Fenner, N.Y. 

In 1600 in Stafford, Conn., a blue eyed girl was 
welcomed into the family of Dr. Elijah Putnan, whose 
love for his profession had led him to sive up all his 
claim to the family estate, and make his way unaided to 
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the position he then occupied, 

"If you'll be a farmer, I'll give you a nice farm," 
said his father. "But if you are determined to be a 
pill peddler, not a penny will you get from me."' 

Youns Putnam was a zeneral favorite. The villaze 
doctor took him into his femnily a3 a student, and when 
he had recd. his parchment, all were ready to encouraze 
the plucky doctor. 

The stirrinz times of the Revolutionary War were 
just over, ani the young doctor had a vivid recollection 
of seeing his grandfather brought in stark and cold, slain 
in the battle at Lexinston. The fame of Gen Futnan 
( Israel} was a famtly treasure, and was not he, too, a 
Putnam? free to choose his lifework? He did not even 
mourn when his irate father 301d the fine farm which 
he had offered him and the purchase money - continental 
currency - proved worthless.

Futnanu's people, had sone away out 
west to York state, and they sent such glowing accounts 
of the wonderful opportunities awaitinz settlers there, 
that Dr. Futneam decided to lesve his larze practice and 
many friends in Stafford, Conn., and migrate, also. 

It was winter, ani with all nis earthly possessions 
stored in a larse sleigh drawn by a span of horses, the 
doctor found himself on the shore of the Conn. river, 
opposite Northhampton, ani heard the landlord who kept 
the Inn say, "No crossing the river now. It's been 
thawin two days an you'd sure get drowded." "But we 
must cross," said Mrs. Putnam. “Loox, thers a man on 
the ice now." A man with a load of wood was making a 
wide detour, and as they watched eazerly, they saw him 
reach the further shore in safety. sGhoula& a man be more 
fearful than a woman? They, too, were following the 
same course, when ominous cracks of ice were heard. 

Dr. P. sprang out of the sleigh on one side, his wife on 
the other, each with a little one in his arms. The 
@river lashed the horses and soon all were safe on the 
western shore.

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frozen sleet into which the foot sunk like sand, was 
between them and the town.

The Yand which the elty now covera could bave teen 
purchased for 33 per sere, out Br. Futnam looked at his 
rosy ren children and shook hia head a3 he contrasted 
them with the pale faces of the new settlers. He would 
m=O beyond the reach of chills end fever. Twenty miles 
farther on te found Madison where many eastern fanilies 
hed settled, and wnich was not troubled with malsria. 
Here he purchssed a tract of land and the settlers, Ge. 
Cleaveland, Judge Blackstone, the Hazerds, Barkers, ete, 
were much pleased thet a skillful physician should con 
anonz them. 

Nearly a score of years had passed and the young 
people were feoling the need of 7 better educational 
facilities than the district schocl afforied.

would nearly a century lster fill those same rooms with 
slee. The new home proved a happy one for health came 
back to the young wife, and business was plentiful. 
Mrs. G. had learned the art of plaitins straw, and her 
busy finsers turned off wary a leshorn with hizh crown 
and wide front, which were pronounced as good aa the 
imported article. §5 the price of a connet, a large 
sum in those days, was a welcome addition to the family 
income. Every two years a new face was added to the 
family circle. Osmroline, Phebe, Eunhenia, Theoiore, 
Addison, George Hamilton, Augustus, Henry & Francis they 
were noved. Theadore, a lovely babe only tacried 6 weeks#, 
and bitter tears fell over the grave of the only boye 
Later five sturdy sony came to cheer the psarents® hearts. 
Henry, & manly youn @6hristian, dled at 18, the others 
still live in Wis. Two of then, A@dison and Aucustus,. 
are physicians like their father. 

The first branching out of the family tree was Auge T, 
1646, when in the presence of a large company of friends, 
Reve T. Pearne united Phebe to Lyman Root of Madison, 
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end Eupherta to Orson Richmond, son of Seth D. who 
broucht bis bride to the old homestead the same day 
that toe Guernseys arrived at Lathnam's Corners, N.Y. 
to make their home in the beautiful Valley of the 
Unadille. 

The Putnam root of the family tree bore ten 
branches, Dr. John, Francés, Harriet, Hamilton, S5anuel 
& Sydney (twins), Phebe, Caroline, Mary and Henrye 

Memories of the long azo, when the event of the year 
te the young Guernseys, was the visit to grandpa Putnam's 
at Thankszivineg are as fresh as though they transpired 
yesterday. 

The grest firenlace heaped with blazing loss, before 
it suspended by strings, 9 turkey and 3pareribs slowly 
turning before the immense heat, and browning so 
beautifully, the juices falling into a ran underneath, from 
which they were frecvently lifted with = lons sncon end 
the roastinz meats thorouchly casted. The pantry 
Shelves loaded with plum puddings, nlum eake and pies 
eof every descrin stion for the coming feast. The wide 
kitchen floor nicely covered with white sand, drawn 
into herrinzbone pattern, Connecticut fashion, this 
plotiure can never fads from memory. 

Neither will the stories woich g¢ranima tolé us of 
the first housefurnishing in this very place, when their 
table was a chest and their chairs blocks of wood. Yet re 
they were happy. Their kitchen floor was often fPilied 
by sleeping indians, who were very friendly, and on 
their excursions, yeddling baskets wers kindly enter= 
teined by tre 2003 doctor. 

Slavery existed then, in the north as well as the 
south.

The first roads were merked by"blazed trees” (a 
chip cut from the berk) and Dr. Putnam was sometimes 
enalled in council 40 riles away. The last of the happy 
househcld has passed. 

Their descendants sre proud to know that the Putnam 
geneology can be traced without a break bick to Simon 
de Futtenham, who was born in Puttenhan, Ensland, in 1199 
The name de Puttenham was shortened to Putnam avout 
the year 14. etcececaece 

Of the Guernsey tree we have only teen able to trace 
beck 4 generations to Rehoboth, Mass. from which place 
John Guernsey went to live with his gon Willian, to 
Richmond NH.
